The fiuadrennial report of the board 
of education.

Nkw York. May 7.— The Herald's 
Venezuela cable alvices are to the 
effect that shots were exchanged 
Wednesday between a government picket 
guard and a reconnoitering party of 
armed herr*tmen attached to General 
Qaerra's dit-ision of insurgents. The 
picket retired in qoick order, and left 
one dead.

His 
troops were all mounted ahd numbered 
about 400 men. Ybarra was not in 
command. His cavalry rode straight 
into an ambush, where they were sur- 
rotinded br nearly 700 of ttie enem-. 
They cut their way out, bnt left neai*y 
a quarter of their number behind as 
killed and wounded. The retreating 
cavalry was not pursued.

center. 

1!> -hoO o'clock the fire covered i 
8pa< e of 2<MI by IU)0 feet, and at tha' 
hour it w:is estimated tliat alread} 
$2rKJ,Ooo worth of property had been de 
stroyed. 

At '-'t-.'^'t o'cliK'k the pier at tlie foot o) 
Forty-fifth si reef caught fire. The 
flames ran aloiiL' tiie wharves until they 
were burning all the way tn Furty 
seventh street. Vessels anchored ueiu 
the docks were qoioklj towad oat intc 

the stream. 

There was a strike of the slaughter 
house hands early in the evening, and 
the firm f''aiiii« thai tlu-io mi^ht be 
some trouble, applied to the police au- 
thorities, who. in resiMjiise. sent the re- 
serves of the East Fiity-iirst Stj-eet sta- 
tion to protect their works. The 
strikers, who were mostly Hebrews anc 
numbered alioiit tweiity-tive, made no 
denionstr.ition again-st the other men, 
however. They (juit work, they said, 
because they were refu.se'l regular hours 
and one day off ever\' weeic. They had 
been coinjielli'd to work from twelve to 
fifi.'.-ii hours a day. for wUoh thay WON 
paid ^ 1 1 iior week. 

The belief is general tiiat the fire was 
the w^lrW i)f inci'iiiliai'ies. Tin? pidice 
have already begnu an investigation 
into the I i!-i-'iri~t iiices attetidiiig the 
fire, aiiil it v sai l .'in- working on the 
theory that ;tie strikers who left work 
last evening had something to do with 
setting the place on fii'e. 

The slaughter house people occupy 
two blocks from Forty-fifth street tc 
Forty-seventh, from First avenue to the 
rivi r. and iu aildition have a large new 
biiiMiiig on the river front 1.ietween 
Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth streets. 

On Thursday night 527 head of cattle 
were brought to the slaughter house. 
They were valued at |100 per bead. 
The smoke worked its way into the 
peus where the animals were. Tkeir 
bellowing could \>e heard blocks away. 
It was with the greatest difficulty that 
the herd was gotten into the street, 
where they rushed hither ahd thither, 
infuriated by the flying qinrks which 
fell upon them. By this nme the streets 
in the vicinity of the fire were crowded 
and many had narrow escapes from 
behig trampled by tha iotoxiatad aai* 
mals. They were finally olfaa talO S 
vacant lot near by. 

The flames raged fiercest in tha can- 
ning department building, where wen 
storetl about $100,000 worth of canned 
beef, besides large quantities of bologna. 
In the cellar beneath as well as midar 
the buildings down to the rivar wwf 
stored 4,000 hogsheads of ataarina, dQ 0^ 
which was destroyed. 

Superintendent Madden in speaking of 
the loss said: "I think withont any 



doubt the loss will fooi np nearly a 
million dollars. The material wUoil 
waa stored in the oellan was very vahii^ 
ble. It was insured."

In tho lower Hooso of the Legialatare 
yoHterday, Mr. Mclnemey introduced a 
bill to prohibit barbering on Sunday in 
this Commonwealth. It was referreil to 
tlie Committee on Immigr(itioD and La- 
bor.
